"I noticed the other day," remarked an 


Old salt water sailor, who now lives on Kos- 
luth, street, "that you had something in the 
paper about chronometers. Now, I happen 
to hare had some experience in the use ol 
chronometers. People-see them in the jaw- 
•ter's window, compare their watches and 
pass. Few stop to think of the relations 
they hold to lite and property on the ocean. 
Time was when ships ware guided to differ- 
ant parts of the world without them, but at 
• frightful sacrifice of time, and often of 
ship, cargo and crew. 
Then the only 


means they tuul ot determining 
their 


longitude-was by dead reckoning, and that 
•was a very poor thing to depend on. 
The old way was to get into the latitude of 
the port sailed for and then steer east or 
west as the case demanded. But the chro- 
nometer has done away with all that Now 
a captain can leave a port an! shade his 
course to any part of the globs, and know 
his true position, in clear weather, every 
day. There are two gentlemen, in this city 
whose fathers sailed from the shores of 
Massachusetts bay, around Cape Horn and 
cape of Good Hope witb»ut chronometers, 
but there are very few that would under- 
take it now. 
Some captains own their 


chronometers, 
some 
hire them, others 


belong to the ship. 
Some carry two. 


and if the captain carries his wife with him 
the has good cause to be jealous of the cars 
and attention that her husband gives to the 
chronometer. She is only second in his 
thought on shipboard. I have known a 
captain to take ihe pillow from under his 
wife's head to set the chronometer on during 
a heavy sea. I have often taken the chro- 
nometer out of its outer box and set it on 
pillows, when we were handling heavy 
cargo, to save it from anysudden jar. 
All captains have a certain 
time to 


wind their 
chronometers, 
generally 
at 


eight-bells in the morning. The captain's 
wife, as a general thing, dare not look at it, 
and she feels toward it accordingly. Bat 
there are exceptions to this rule. There are 
some captain's wives that are first-class nav- 
igators. For instance, some years ago the 
American ship Ke Plus Ultra left Liverpool 
for Bombay, Capt. Plummer. He had his 
wife and family with him. After a few days 
ha was taken with a paralytic shock 
His 


wife navigated the ship successfully to her 
destination, buried two children on the pas 
rage, and lost her hui'jand three days after 
reaching port She and her only boy came 
home in tbe ship that I was in. She looked 
fully as noble as she had proved herself 
to be. 
'Sailors have to be very careful with their 


chronometers. A brass plate fits over the 
keyhole, and works with a string, so that as 
ioon as the key is removed it covers the hole 
on the instrument so that no dust can possi- 
bly get into the works. Every chronometer 
carries her record with her. The cover 
forms almost half of the box in which she 
sets. In that covpr is where the rates are 
fcept from the tu»8 that she left the maker's 
bands. If sho is a good chronometer you 
will find all her rates there. After each 
voyage she is takan to a chronometer 
maker and rerated, and they often run for 
f«ars on tha same rate. Now, if a chro- 
•ometor gains one-tenth of a second to-day 
and loses one-tenth to-morrow, which is a 
very small item, she is no use for the pur- 
pose for which she was intended, but 
she 
would 
be 
just 
the 
thing 
for 
* jeweler's window. But if, on tbe other 
baud, she gained two hours every twenty- 
four hours, or lost the same, and kept doing 
«>. then you have a first-class chronometer- 
This seems strange, but in the first case you 
could not keep track of her, and in the sec- 
ond case you could. No <natter what she 
gains or loses as long as she keeps on doing 
the same thing she is all that you want. 
Some will say, Why are they so particular 
about time at sea? But when it is taken 
in to consideration what proportion a sec- 
ond is to a mile it will be plainly seen why 
we hare to be so particular. There are fifteen 
degrees to the hour, four minutes to the de- 
gree, fifteen miles to the minute, and four 
seconds to the mile, so that an error of one 
•acond is one-fourth of a mile. 


"The trouble with chronometers is that 


tb*y are so affected by the temperature. Tbe 
slower the movement, and the colder it is 
the faster she runs. We tell the longitude 
by the chronometer. This is sec to Green- 
wich time, and the calculations are based on 
tbs) principle that for every degree of longi- 
tude east of Greenwich local tune will be 
{our minutes faster, and for every degree 
west, four minutes slower. The best cbro; 
nometers will run with surprising accuracy 
In all temperatures, but thev are not perfect, 
and as the slightest variation means much to 
tne navigator, ha ha* Ms instrument tested 
frequently, and the rate ascertained. 
The 


•rate' is tbe variation of the instrument 
with temperature, and by observing tem- 
perature the captain keeps a record of the 
variations of his chronometer, and thus cor- 
rect the time as indicated by the instrument 


In testing chronometers they are subjected 


in turn to different degrees of temperature 
and their variation, scientifically observed, 
is registered Inside tho cover there. Every 
good chronometer will go accurately at two 
temperatures, and can be adjusted to any 
given 
temperature. 
For 
instance, one 


instrument 
may 
be made 
to 
go 


accurately in a temperature of 40, and al-.o 
in a temperature of 80, at other tempera- 
tares being not so accurate. By constantly 
endeavoring to keep his chronometer in its 
best temperature the captain is usually able 
to rely confidently upon its accuracy, though 
many wrecks have been caused by over- 
confidence in chronometers 


A Magnetic Telephone. 


[Inter Ocean.] 


Mr. T. H. Brown, of Fort Worth, Tex., 


has perfected a magnetic telephone and tele- 
graph, which does away with batteries of 
any kind. It was tested over thirty-eight 
miles of wire and proved perfectly satis- 
factory to telegraph men present, both as a 
telephone and telegraph. 


The instrument used was composed of 


two ounces of wire and a half pound of 
steel, and can be made for 25 cents. The 
transmitter is simply a horse-shoe magnet, 
•ither pole being covered with fine wire, 
coiled carefully. The armature is a disk of 
steel, against which the voice is thrown, 
transmitted through the magnet to the wire. 
The receiver is similar, with smaller mag- 
net It is claimed by the inventor that he 
can transmit the voice around tho world or 
across the Atlantic ocean, th<,ro being no 
limit to distance, all that is nerossary being 
the increase in size of magnet

THE MOUTH-BREATHING HABIT. 


An Affection that Distorts tbe Features 


for IJfe and Causes Grave Diseases. 


[New York World. 1

While a reportar was in the office of a 


well-known physician of this city the latter 
asked him if he had noticed a young man 
uho bad just passed out 
The reporter 


aaswerei tliat he had because he thought 
he had met the young man in Brooklyn a 
short time before. 


"That wns probably another person suffer- 


ing from the same trouble," said the doctor. 
"This is a curious affliction. 
It is more 


common than is supposed, occurs in infancy, 
at manhood and at middle age, and causes a 
great deal of suffering; yet it is a strange 
thing that people in general do not seem to 
pay any attention to this affection when oc- 
curring in their own families, in spite of the 
manner in which it distorts the face, until 
some actual disease sots in and medical aid 
is necessary. Even physicians do not seem 
to reflect that this trouble may causa any 
one of a large number of diseases affecting 
the system in general. 


"Why," continued the doctor, "y°u caa 


toll one of these mouth-breathers anywhere 
the moment you see him. From disease of 
the nose his lips are retracted, his mouth is 
continually open, his gums reoade and hte 
teeth protrude, particularly those in the up- 
per jaw; the flesh that forms the lower part 
of the nostrils is shrunken, the openings of 
the nostrils are diminished in size, there are 
wrinkles at the outer edges of the eyes and 
deep lines run from the nostrils to the angles 
of the mouth. Thesa all give the person 
either an eipression ot idocy, silliness or suf- 
fering. 


"But the principal thing I want to call 


your attention to," said the doctor, "is the 
necessity of parents and nurses watching 
children whsn they fall Rslaep and prevent- 
ing them from breathing w.th their months 
open. In grown persona, disease of "the 
nose or throat njay lead to mouth-breathing 
add the resulting distortion of the features, 
but it is the other way with children. They 
should be taught to use the mouth for eat- 
ing and speaking only, and if they fall 
asleep with their mouths opan the lips 
should be gently pressed together. 
Thu-. 


many constitutional diseases, such as spinal 
trouble, pigeon breast and perhaps even 
rickets may be avoided, not to speak of 
affections of the nose and throat" 


It seems that msdical men are n<»t the only 


ones who have studied more or less carefully 
the habit of mouth-breathing. George Cat- 
lin, the portrayer of American Indian life 
and custom', claimed in one of his works 
that it was a known fact that man can in 
hale mephitic air through his nose for a cer 
tain time in tho bottom of a well without 
harm, but if he opened his mouth to answer 
a" question or call for help his lungs ar> 
clo ed and ha expires, 
Catlm says: 


"I have seen a poor Indian woman in tb» 


•wilderness lowering her baby from her 
breast and pressing its lips together as i 
falls asleep." Among 3,000,000 people he 
found that deafne-s, dumbness, spinal curva 
ture, and deaths from teething and disea'e; 
of the ro'plrator passages were alrnost un 
known. He attributes this exemption from 
these ailments so very common in civilizec 
life solely to the habit ot breathing through 
the nose.

MVKKSlOJi OF KMIGUATION. 


An Eastern paper asserts that 


statistic* show tbat emigration to the 
United States is decreasing. One explana- 
tion of Ibis is doubtless the fact tbat in- 
ducements to foreign 'abor to come here 
hare not bten very Btroug for n year past, 
and particularly during the ^resent year. 
the large amount of idle labor on the 
Amerioui m»rk«t, and the consequent de- 
chna of wages ia most inda«trle«, are facti 
which do cot escape the attention of the 
more intelligent class ot foreigners who 
may be contemplating emigration. How 
well informed Europeans manage to keep i 
regarding the iudustiial conditions in this 
conntry can easily be learned by reference ' 
to the oiicnmst&nces nndtr which the 
United States hare received toe greatest j 
immigration. It was in the years of oar 
greatest industrial activity, when wages 
were high, tbat the largest additions were 
made to oor population from the inflow of 
European labor, skilled and unskilled. 


But there is another fact in the situation 


which is perhaps more important as ex- 
plaining the decrease of emigration to this 
country, and that is the diversion to Sontb 
American countries, by ieasou of the rery 
favorable inducements offered by several of 
thos* countries. For a year rr two past 
the Argentine Republic has followed a most 
liberal 
policy for attracting immigra 


tion, 
and it baa draw from ncnrly all 


tbe European cocntrus. 
Other countries 


in South America, while not pursuing a 
quite sioiiliir course, are acquainting Eu 
ropenDS WHO their advantages and benefit- 
ting accordiugly lu the matter of gaiuiug 
population. There ii no lessening of the 
cxtsut of European emigration, bat the 
Suckers olter Dew tomes are mom generally 
taruiug their att-ntiou to th« sonlbern con- 
tinent. How loi g this wnl last will, of 
course, deprcd apou tbe period of contiun- 
•ac» of tbe favorable inducement* that now 
attract immigrants to thit coatinent, bnt 
thne mast be room there for a great many 
mure of them. 
Meanwhile tnere is proba- 


bly no daugrr tint the Uuit'd States will 
not get a sufficient share of European labor 
and it may be remtrked that there lire 
some who would be welt pleased if the ai- 
version ol emigration wre greater than it 
is. Tbo-ie, f I ex.-.uiple, who share (heap- 
pr^hensious of Bishop Coie regnrjing the 
ioflaetcs npon our institutions of the infu- 
sion of Earoaean idea!) into our palitical 
and social life would Tery heartily welcome 
ths complete stoppage ot immigration into 
this country. From tbe practical point of 
riew tbe diversion of European emigration 
to South America ia a matter by no means 
unfarorable to thj United States, sines if 
we are to enlarge our commercial relations 
with the southern continent, its develop- 
ment in population and productive power 
is to be desired. 


RAILROAD KEVKXUES. 


Semt-Annual Statement of tbe Southern 


Pacific and Santa Fe. 


The Southern Pacific and the Atchison, 


I Topeka and Santa Fe companies have filed 


I their reports for the sis months ending 
June 30, 1889. 


In that period the gross earnings of the 


Southern Pacific were, in round numbers, 
$21.200,000. The net earnings were $C,- 
024,000. For the'first six months of 1888 
the gross and net earnings were respective- 
ly $22,156,000 and $7,292,000. 
For the 


sama period in 1887 they were respectively 
$17,110,000 and $6,303,000. The decrease 
this year from the earnings of the first six 
months of last year is $896,000 in gross 
and $1,269,000 in net earnings. It con be 
farther stated that while the gross earnings 
this year show an increase of $1,111,000 
over wLat they were during tbe first six 
months of 1887, there is nevertheless a fall- 
ing off cf $279,000 in net earnings for the 
same period. 


Secretary E. E. Miller eays that when 


fixed charges are paid there will be nothing 
left for dividends. The loss in receipts 
is attributed 
to the collapse of the 


boom in Southern California. 


The gross earnings of the Atchiaon, To- 


peka and Santa Fe for the first six months 
of this year were $12,400,000 in round 
numbers, an increase of $1,105,512 66 


j over the same period of last year. The net 
earnings amounted to $2,476,974, being an 
increase of $502,594 over the first six 
months of last year.

silks and satins made exclusively for the 
necktie trade," said a manufacturer. "These 
materials are made from patterns designed 
by men who do nothing else than study up 
new things in neckties. 


"I go to Now York to look at new designs 


about onca every two months. 
There are 


from fifty to seventy-five nocktla factories 
in this country.and ten or twelve first-class 
makers. Tbe latter usually secure exclusive 
right to use certain styles of goods from the 
makers by buying either the entire stock 
offered to the American market or a large 
quantity of it 
But tbe success of making 


np the goods Is just like a lottery ticket 
Perhaps one year I may make a hit on some 
particular design and it will become so pop- 
ular that all the other makers will be forced 
to adopt it 
But the 
next 
season 


some one 
in 
Boston 
or 
New York 


may make the hit and 
I 
will have 


to follow him. 
There's never any telling 


how a necktie is going to take with the pub- 
lic until it is put on the market 
Then its 


success may depend altogether on who 
adopts it first. If he happens to be a howl- 
ing swell, and on the right sHe of popular 
favor, tbat particular kind of necktie will 
sell like all possessed," 


"Are the styles of making up neckties 


originated abroad?" 


"Not now. 
They were until less than 


three years ago, but our styles are so much 
superior to tbe Europen now that they are 
coming over here to get pattern'. How- 
ever, there is a tendency to English fash- 
ions for the fall." 


"Are men or women employed to make up 


neckties?" 


"Oh, 
women. There are 800 girla working 


at this business in Chicago alone. They work 
by the piece and make more or less money, 
according to their ezpartness. A pood fin- 
isher can make (3 or $9 a week, Sba takes 
a necktie after it is put together and finishes 
each detail perfectly, so that it is ready to 
box 
Three different colors of the same de- 


sign, made in the same style, are boxai to 
gether to give a dealer an assortmeut in the 
one make. The finisher must see that all of 
this kind are exactly alike in point of finish 
and make-up. We have one girl who does 
nothing but turn the bands of neckties and 
who makes $15 a week. She is capable of 
turning twenty-five or thirty doz3n bands 
each day. 


"The 'cheap wear' now flooding the mar- 


ket is composed of old styles, made of poor 
goods, which the cheap trade in New York 
has succeeded iu buying up and sending it 
all over the country. As a rule men show 
no discrimination in purchasing neckties. 
They look into a window, see a tie that takes 
their fancy, and then rush in to buy it, 
never stopping to ask the price. Thtn, they 
are ape to buy one of the cheap kind that 
will not look '.veil a week as one of better 
quality. A good necktie is the result of art 
and study. It can't be turned out for a 
song."

To Prevent Pneumonia. 


[Boston Physician in Congrejrationalist.] 


As pneumonia is essentially a con 'estiva 


diieasa, tbe best praventative measure) ara 
those which avoid the causes of congestion. 
Pulmonary congestion is favored by too 
heavy clothing worn in winter weather. A 
serious error is tha supposition that a double 
Fet of flannels worn next tbe skin affords 
double protection. The fact is tbat in such 
a case the inner flannel absorbs all secre- 
tion and perspiration, which are there re- 
tained by the outer flannel. An almost 
poultice-like actioa is thus brought about, 
softening the skin and rendering it highly 
susceptible to ths slightest exposure. 


Over-heated, ill-ventilated rooms, and the 


sudden transition from these to the sharp 
outer air are other avoidable predisposing 
causes of the disease. He who u-e^ a cold 
sponge bath with brisk rubbing every morn- 
ing, who wears the lightest clothing consist- 
ent with comfortable protection, and keeps 
bis living-rooms well ventilated and at a 
mean temperature of 63 degrees is employ- 
ing the best preventive treatmant of pneu- 
monia known to sanitary science.

AX EXPENSIVE GOVERNMENT. 


The Silver State Bays: 
The Idaho Constitutional Convention, 


which probably cost the taxpayers of that 
Territory at least $30,000, enh-rtninec! very 
extravagant notions and seemed to imagine 
tbat a change from a Territorial Govern- 
ment to Statehood would quadruple tbe 
value of taxable property. Similar notions 
were entertained by the framers of the Ne- 
vada Constitution, each and all of whom 
hoped to be elected to a State oroonnty of- 
fice in the event of tbe adoption of the 
Constitution. 
The Idaho Constitution 


makers increased tbu number of tb« Leg- 
islature from 36, whi<'h is now amply suf- 
ficient, to 54. At present three Judges, at 
a salary of $3,000 a year, transact all the 
judicial busmeni of Ihe Territory, but Ibe 
Constitution provides for eight Judges— 
three Supreme aud five District—at an 
annual cost of $24,000. It also provides 
for five District Attorneys at a salary of 
$2,600 each, one Supreme Oonrt Clerk, 
five District Court Clerks, and one Clerk 
for each county. A liberal estimate of tbe 
cost of tlie judicial system provided places 
it at $90,000 a year. To this must be 
added the cost of Legislative sessions, sal- 
aries of State officers, etc., which will 
bricg the expenses of tbe State Govern 
ment up to a quarter of a million or more 
a year, in return for which the taxpayers 
are to have representation in tbe United 
States Senate. There wi.l be more offices, 
however, and tbat is what tbe politicians 
want Statehood for, though of course they 
will attempt to make the people believe 
they are actuated by patriotic and uustlf 
lab motives.
